April we had fun learning 
about recycling for our Earth 
and we even made a recycled 
creation from all the boxes, 
bottles, lids, and other items 
that we brought from 
home. We have also been 
working so hard on our read- 
ing and getting ready for that 
big step into first grade! In 
math we had fun learning 3d 
shapes. 

First Grade has been very busy learning about 
time and money in math class. We have also been study- 
ing about Texas and cowboys in social studies. We are 
very excited about our upcoming field trip to Seven Trails 
Ranch. Here we will be learning about horses, saddles, 
and the cowboy way of life. It’s going to be a fun time for 
all of us! 


Second Graders learned about the three 

branches of government this past month. Now, each stu- 
dent is researching an American president and will soon 
be writing reports. We have been doing reader's theater 
and will be presenting each of four stories on Friday for our 
own class. In math, we are learning about fractions using 
food, balloons, and flags. We are using balls of clay as 
the example for mixed numbers. In science, we have been 
learning about different kinds of forces and motion. Now 
that we have taken notes on these things, we will begin 
several experimental centers and deciding what kind of 
motion each center demonstrates. We have created a 
class list of questions about motion and we will try to an- 
swer these through study and exploration. May is a month 
of wonderful learning activities! 

Fourth Grade has had two great field trips for 

the end of the school year. Our trip to Dallas Heritage 
Village took us back in time to see what life was like in 
Texas 100 years ago. We saw chickens, donkeys, horses, 
and more! There was a one-room school that made us 


appreciate NTCA. Our trip to the ranch on the 4th of May 
made us think what it was like in those cattle drive days, 
and for all the early Texans that made their living working 
on ranches! Getting to experience the real horses, sad- 
dles, and everything ranch was awesome! 

We are finishing our Night of the Twister novel, and re- 
searching other natural disasters. We are learning about 
survival and how to lean on God as we go through tough 
times! Our math has had us working with large numbers to 
subtract, multiply and divide. We will end the year with 
some time and speed graphs that are new to us. 

We are learning about all levels of government this 
month! We will explore what each level of government 
does for us and how they help fill our needs and protect 
us. 

Middle School 

Math 

The 5th grade students are wrapping up a unit on decimals 
and how they relate to fractions and percents. They will 
begin investigating probability and graphing concepts. 

The 6th grade students are going to be investigating how 
the formulas for perimeter and area of a circle were devel- 
oped. Then they will be looking at the difference between 
experimental and theoretical probability. 

The 7th grade students are exploring how to solve math 
operations with integers. They also will be investigating 
number patterns in proportions when we "stretch" and 
"shrink" objects. 

The 8th grade students have been applying statistic con- 
cepts to create box and whisker plots and then use the 
information to analyze a set of data. They will investigate 
how to collect a random sample that accurately represents 
a population and how to use that sample to draw conclu- 
sions. 

Language Arts 

Students were very excited about the projects they made 
for open house. Fifth grade worked extra hard on their 
biography presentations. Sixth grade worked hard on 
learning about the 1930's through discussions on their 
class blog. They have been reading the book, Bud, Not 
Buddy and really understanding how hard it was to grow 
up during the depression. Seventh grade created a power 
point autobiography to really show who they are and where 
they came from, and eighth grade worked hard on creating 
a lesson with language, vocabulary, reading, and writing 
skills with the book, Summer of the Monkeys . It has been 
a challenge, but they have learned a lot. They have all 
taken ownership of their own learning. I am so proud of 
them.
